J. An inscription engraved on a piece of white rock lying ina 
hill pass sbout a mile and a balf from Khandela in the 


Shekhavati district of the Jaipur State. The characters of 
the inscription are exactly similar to those of Asoka 


inscriptions, hence the date of the inscription may be- 


assigned to the third century B. C. Its right hand portion 
being lost, the exact meaning of its contents cannot be 
known with precision, but it reens that somebody was 
killed by Mula with a poisoned arrow and hie memorial 
was set up by Muhisa, one of his popils. 


Il. An inscription engraved on a slab lying in the house of a 
Mahijana at Khandela in Shekhavati. It 1s dated=... 
bright half of Chaitra, samvat 701 (644 A. D.). The 
inscription is in verse, the lower right hand portion 1s 
d:faced. The summary of its contents is as follows :— 


After invoking the protection of the god Ardhanirisvara Siva, 
the inseription reeords that in the world-known 
Dhieara family of Vanika (Vaiéya, Bania) caste wus born 
Durgavardhana, who satishied multitude of Drihmanas 
with his wealth. His son was Gangaka, whose son was 
Hoddba, His (Boddha’s) son was Adityanaga, who 
erected the temple of the god Ardhanarisvara. It is then 
caid that the praaasti was composed by Dikshita Bhatta 
Satyaghosha and engraved by Mandana, 


The Dlvisata family referred to sbove is still well-known in 
Rujputana. At preset men of DLisara Family call 
themselves Bhargava Brahmapas, but our inseription 
vlearly states that ic the seventh century ALB 
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Dhisara family belonged to the Vaisya (Bania) caste. 
7 In the inscription No. 4 (6) I mentioned in the Annual 
b Report of this Museum for the year 1938-34, Mandana, 
the son of Rima and giandson of Yasovardhana belonging 
to the Dhiisara family is called Sresht4t, t.e., Setha or 
werchant. The title Sreshthi mentioned in the inseription 
is only applied to the Bania caste. 


III. An inscription engraved on a memorial stone lying in the 
compound — of (a Masjid (mosque) at  Revasi in _ 
Shekhavali.) It is dated Wednesday the llih day of 
the bight half of Mirga (Margasirsha), samvat 
1233 (1156 A. D.). It records that during the 

: reign of Rajendra Prithvipaladeva, Chandela Nannava, son 

of Sigharaja (Simberaja) of the lunar family was kilied 
at the village of Khaluvana belonging to the Chandela 
Pratigapaks (Pargani or district), The memorial was 
eet up by Jasarika. 


TV. Another inscription éngraved ona memorial stone lying in the 
compound of the mosque mentioned in No. III above. 
The date of this inscription is the sameas of No. III (the 
figure for 10 is omitted in this record). It reorda that 
during the reign of Kijendta Prithvipalideva, Chandela 
Dulabhadeva (Durlabhadeva) of the lunar family waa 
killed at the village Khaluvana belonging to the Chandela 
Pratiganaéa (Pargani or district). The memorial was 
established by Asala. 





V. Another inseription engraved on a memorial stone lying in the 
? compound mentioned in No. 11 above. It isin mutilated 
condition, The date of this inscription is also the same as 
that of inscription No. IL] above (the figure for 100 in 
this case a'so has teen omitted, It teeords thut 
Chandela Singharé (Siynharija) belonging to the lunar 
family was killed at Khaluvana. 


These three inscriptions (Noe. 111, 1V and ¥) of the Chandea 

family are found for the first time in Rujputana and the 

district called Chandela. was unknown befere the 
| discovery of these inscriptions. These Chandelas were 
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éuborlinate chiefs of the famous Chavhina king Prithviraja 
of Ajmer and were killed in some battle. Rajendra 
Prithvipaladeva was evideutly the famous Chauhina king 
Prithvirija of Ajmer. 


VI. An inseription engraved on a memorial pillar lying near 


Harasha temple on the Haras hill, about ten miles from 
Sikar, Itis dated Friday the 10th day of the bright half 
of Chaitra, Samvat 1318 (1261 A.D.) and records that 
Va..........

1469 (1412 A. D.) and records that Sreshthi Vakhada, his 
wife Rupide, their sons Vairi, Dharma, Palha, Kheta and 
Golha belonging to Korantaka-gachehba and Upakesa caste 
set up the image for the spiritual welfare of Vakhada, The 
image was consecrated by Naunasiiri.

4, (b) Inecriptions copied.—I. An inscription engraved on 8 Govar- 
dhana about two miles from Lodrava in the Jaisalmer State. It is dated 
the 15th day of the bright half of Jyeshths, Samva (Samvat) 970 (913 
A. D.) and records that Bhadruka, son of Ramadhara, born in the 
Kehatriya family, set up the Goverdhana with great devotion. 





Govardhana is 5 four-sided pillar having on the upper portion of ite 
four sides the images of four gods, viz., Brahma, Vishnu, Siva and Sirya 
one on each. In the Jaisalmer State it is set up either to perpetunte 
the memory of some deceased person or in connection with the cons- 
truction of a tank or temple. 


Il. A fragment: of large pradasti found on the western side of the 
village Ghotirei (Ghontivarshika) about seven milea from Partabgarh 
in Rajputans. The characters of it are exactly like those of the 
Partabgarh inscription, dated Samvat 1003 (Ep. Ind., Vol. XIV, p. 176), 

: iginally belonged to the temple of Stirya at Ghotirsi. The 
fragment is of the time of Durlabharija and records the building of 
temple of Parsvaniitha facing the south. 





Durlabharija of this inscription was the son of Chahamiina (Chauhina) 
Govindarfja and father of Indrarija. Indrarija was alive in Samvat 
1003 and the temple of the sun built by him was in existence in Samvat 
909 (942 A. D.), as is inferred from the Partabgarh inecription. Hence 
the date of this fragment can safely be assigned to about Samvat 980 
(923 A. D.). 





TI. An inscription engraved on a pillar of the cenotaph of Rivat 
Bhinusimha of Deolii (Partabgarh) at Jiran in the Gwalior State. It 
is dated the 14th day of the bright half of Aavins, Samvat 1057 (15th 
September 1000 A. D.) and records that Mahirigii Sarvadevi, a wife 
of Mahdsimantidhipati (great feudatory) Vigrahapdla born in the family 
of Guhilaputra (Guhilot) of Nagsahrada (Nigdi, the old capital of 
Mewar) and daughter of Mahdsimantadhipati Vasanta, belonging to 
the solar family, erected the pillar in the temple of the sun-god.. 


IV. Another inscription engraved on a pillar of the cenotaph men. 
tioned in No. III above. It is dated Wednesday, the Sth day of the 
dark half of Bhidrapada, Samvat 1065 (28th July 1008 A. D.j and 
records that Mahirajiii Jajjaka, a wife of Mahdsimantadhipati Vigraha- 
pals, born in the family of Guhilaputra (Guhilot) of Nigahrada and 
daughter of Mah&simantadhipati Deva-ita belonging to the solgF 


family of Bbarukachchha (Brosch) erected the pillar in the temple of 
sun-god. The inscription adds thet Mahasimantadhipsti Vachchho- 
rija, the maternal grandfather [of the queen) daily paid homage to the 





V. An inscription engraved on another pillar of the cenotaph men- 
tioned in No. III above. The date and the purport of this inscription arg 
the same as those of No. II. At the end, it is said that Vairasihs and 
Vihila daily paid homage to the deity. 


VI. An inscription engraved on « fourth pillar of the cenotaph men- 
tioned in No. III. The dste and the purport of this inscription also 
are the same as of No. IT. At the end, however, it is stated that Sri- 
Lakshmaga, a son of Rajii Jajjeki daily paid homage to the deity. 


The four pillars of the cenotaph seem to have been removed from an old 
temple of sun-ged (Stirya) in the neighbourhood of the cenotaph. Ravat 
Phinusimhe died in 1604 A. D. Therefore the temple of the sun-god 
must have been more than six hundred years old and-might have beon 
in a ruined condition. The pillars of the temple might have been utilized 
in erecting the cenotaph. 


The impressions of these four inscriptions were received in this 
Museum for decipherment through a friend of mine, 


VII. An inscription engraved on s memorial stone in front of the 
temple of Chimunda, about four miles from Jaisalmer. It is dated the 
llth day of the bright half of Jyeshtha, Bhitika samvat 534 (10th May 
1158 A. D.) and records that Adivariha belonging to the Atri family 
went to heaven, ie., died. Adivarihsa seems to be a grest poet, 


VIII. An inscription engraved on s Goverdhana about ten milea from 
Jaisalmer. It is dated Sunday, the 10th day of the bright half of 
Bhidrapads, Bhitika samvat 539 (11th July 1163 A. D.) and record, 
that during the reign of Vijayarija, Rajit Rajaladevi built a tank and 
erected a Govardiana in memory of her daughter's son Sohigapala. 


TX. An inscription engraved on 5 memorial stone standing near 
Gogaki-talai, about five miles from Jaisalmer. It is dated Thursday, 
the 3rd day of the dark half of Ashidha, Bhitika samvat 685 (27th May 
1309 A.D.) and records that Dhala, son of sara belonging to the ( | 
mana (Chauhans) family and Vateagotra was killed (by robbers) while 
rescuing’ cows. 
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X. Another inscription engraved on a memorial stone standing 
near Gogi-ki-talil mentioned in No. DX above. It is of the same date 
as No. IX. It records that Palinii Ahidi&, son of Velika belonging to 
Chauhina family and Vatsagotra, was killed (by robbers) while rescuing 
cows. 


XI, Another inscription engraved on a memorial stone standing 
near Gogi-ki-talii mentioned in No. IX above. It is also of the same 
date as No. [X. It records that Munjaladeva, son of Hema, belonging 
to Sahamfina (Chihamins, Chauhfina) family and Vatsagotra, was 
killed (by robbers) while serving his master, in the act of rescuing women 


XII. An inscription engraved on a memorial tablet at the foot of the 
fort of Jaisalmer. It is dated Wednesdsy, the 1lth day of the dark 
half of Margasira (Mirgasirsha) Vikrame samvat 1418 and Bhitika 
samvot 738 (1361 A. D.) and records that the queen Tirangade, belongmg 
to the Johiya clan and daughter of Rind Rajadhara, became Sati with 
Maharajidhiraja Godhasinmha. 


XIII. Another inscription engraved on a memorial tablet at the foot 
of the fort of Jaisalmer. Its date is the same as of No. XIL. It records 
that Rant Nathalade became Sati with Mahirija Gadhasiha. 


XIV. An inscription engraved on a memorial tablet mentioned in 
No. XU above. It records that Mahirija Gadhasimha died on Wednea- 
day, the 11th day of the dark half of Marga (MArgasirsha), Vikrama 
samvat 1418 (1361 A. D.) and Bhitika samvat 738, and his memorial 
was set up during the reign of Mahiraja Sri-Kesari. 





XV. An inscription engraved on o Govardhana at Tukarisar, about 
fifteen miles from Jaisalmer. It is dated Wednesday, the 2nd day of 
the dark half of Kartika, Vikrama samvat 148], Saka year 1346 (11th 
October 1424 A. D.) and records that during the reign of Raja Sri Bhatti 
Lakshmans, Brahmans Dikshita, son of Brihmaga Dohata, built the

A. D.) and records that Raval Vairasichs (Vairisimhs), son of Mahi_ 
rijidbiréja Lakshmana, built the well. 


XIX. An inscription engraved on flab built into o brickwall in th, 
tort of Jaisalmer. It is dated the 5th day of the bright half of Migha, 
samvat 1612 (12th January 1456 A. D.) and records that during the 
reien of Mahiraja Rival Devidisa, the wall was built: with bricks brought 
from Amarkot (Umarkot) after ite fort wns dismantled. 


XX. An inscription engraved on 6 memorial tablet found ot Jaisal- 
mer, It is dated Vikrams samvat 1039, Saka samvat 1404 (1482 A. D.), 
and records that during the reign of Maharajadhirija Rival Devakoraps, 
Bolankhanabal, wife of Raja Sahadevo of Satyapuri, became Sats. 


XXI. An inscription engraved on 6 slab built into the wall of the 
fort of Jnisalmer. It ia dated Tuesday, the 6th day of the dark half of 
Philguns, Vikrama samvat 1614 (8th February 1558 A. D.) and records 
that during the reign of Maharijidhirije Raval Miladeva, prince Hart 
-Fije erected the Hathan’ (platform).

Alhana, his wife [Vali], their sons Soningara, Akheraja and Udi at o 
cost of Rs. 2,601 at the village of Jiran belonging to Medapata (Mewar ) 


XXIII. An inscription engraved on a pillar in the temple of Matajt 
at Lodravd in the Jaisalmer State. It is dated Monday, the 2nd day 
of the bright half of Phalguns, samvat 1626 (6th February 1570 A. D.) 
and records that during the reign of Rival Haririja, the temple waa 
built by Bhiti Panchiyapa Jaitasiot, Jagamala, brother of Prithviraja 
and several others, whose names sre also recorded in the inscription. 


{ XXIV. An inscription engraved above the door of Hazirishah’s 
er, It is dated samvat 1656 (1600 A. D.) and San 
(Hijri) 1008 and records that when P&tasiha (Badshah) Akbar was 
ruling at Delhi and Raval Bhima at Jaisslmer, the building was erected 
by Nawab Mir Muhammad Bhakri. 









XXV. An inscription engraved on o pillar standing near Isarlilji's 
tank about a mile from Jaisalmer. It is dated the 3rd day of the bright 
half of Kartika, Vikrama samvat 1673, Saka eamvat 1538 and Bhitika 
samvat #93 (2nd November 1616 A. D.). It records that the consecra- 
tion ceremony of the tank was performed during the reign of Raval 
éri-Kalyanadisa by his mother..... ers. of 





XXVL. An inscribed slab lying loose in the temple of Nilskantha on 
the bank of the lake Ghadasisara at Jaisalmer. It is dated Friday, the 
Sth day of the bright half of Migha, Vikrama samvat 1673, Sake samvat 
1538 and Bhitika samvat 093 (Slet January 1617 A. D.). It records 
that Daidimade, who was called Karmavati in her father’s family and 
was the wife of Raval Bhims, son of Mah&rajidhirajo Rival Hariraja: 
constructed the temple of Siva. 


XKVI. An inscription engraved on slab built into the wall of the 
fort of Jaisalmer. It is dated bright half of Magha, Samvat 1736 (1650 
A. D.) and records that during the reign of Mahdrijidbiraja Rival 
Amarseimha, the fort of Phalasugds was dismantled and the image of 
Ganesa with a kalaia was brought here from that fort and set up in the 
wall of the fort of Jaisalmer. 
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(C) Coins.—During the year under report 9 gold, 24 silver and 2 
copper were added to the coin cabinet of the Rajputana Museum, 
Ajmer. (Details are given in Appendix C.) 


(d) Library—Books added to the Rajputana Museum library dur- 
ing the year under report are on archwology, antiquity and history (vide 
Appendix D). 


5. During the year under report, in addition to the Government 
stant of Rs. 4,680-5-0, Rs, 466-10-8 were received from the Ajmer Muni- 
cipal Committee, Rs. 150-0-0 from the Beawar Municipal Committee, 
Rs, 35-0-0 from the Kekri Municipal Committee and Ra. 240-0-0 from the 
District Board, Ajmer-Merwara, as their contributions towards the 
expenses of the Rajputana Museum, Ajmer. (A detailed statement of 
income and expenditure is given in Appendix E of the Report.)

2. Management—LDuring the year under report L. C. L. Griffin, Esq., 
I. C. S., Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara, held the office of the President 
of the Working Committee of the Rajputana Museum, Ajmer. A 
meeting of the Working Committee was held in October 1936. 

3. Tour.—During the year under mpext [remained 11 days on tour 
and travelled 351 miles by rail and 276 miles by road, I visited 
Sindrath, Meda, Mirpur, Kalandri, Madavadia, Barlut, Janyal, Padiva 
Arini, Pindwari, Nandid, Kojri, Patanarayana, Rishikesh and 
Sirohi in the Sirohi State and Pisingan in the Ajmer district.

— “(b) 1, Inscriptions copied.—An insoription engraved on the pedestal 
of one of the two standing Jain images (Kayotearga) in the Jain temple 
at Pindward in the Sirohi State. It is dated samvat 744 (687 A. D.), 
and contains four verses in five lines, Owing to the daily washing of 
the image, nearly half portions of the second and third lines have been 
defaced, ‘The cummary of the preserved portion is as follows :— 


After the eulogy of the Jain images, it is recorded that Dronovaka 
Yasodeva caused to be constructed the beautiful pair of Jain 
images. They were made by the architect Sivaniga, who was 
as skilful as Pitimaha (Brahma) in his art. 


This is the oldest Jain inscription found in Rajputana up to this 
time, 


a ete An inscription engraved on the pedestal of a Jain image in the Jain 
temple at Dayinaji in the Sirohi State. It is dated the 6th day of the 
bright half of Ashadha, samvat 1024 (16'h June 967 A. D.), and regurds 
that, during the reign of Krishyaraja, the image of Viranitha (Maha - 
vira) was set up by Vardhamana belonging to the Veshtitaka family. 


It was made by the great artist Naraditya. 


Krishyaraja of this inscription was the Parmara ruler of Abu, who 
was the son of Aranyaréja and grandson of Utpalaraja, This is 
the oldest inscription of the Paramara rulers of Abu. 

_- III, An inseription engraved on the back of a brass image of 
Parivanitha in the temple of Sumatinitha at Meda in the Sirohi State. 
It is dated the Sth day of the bright half of Vaisakha, samvat 1074 
(4th April 1017 A. D.) and resords that the Sravaka Sahila set up the 
~ IV. An inscription engraved on the back of the image of Pariva- 
nitha in the temple of Mahavira at the village of Pindwaré in the 
Sirchi State, It is dated samvat 1089 (1032 A. D.), and records, that 
the image was set up by Mahattama Chachcha and Sajjana, sone of 
Syamaniga, and the Sravakas of Korantaka (Kotra in the Jodhpur 
Btate). 

= v. An insoription engraved on the back of & Patts containing 
twenty-four images of Tirthankaras in the temple of Mahivira at the 
village of Pindwara in the Sirohi State. It is dated samvat 1151 
(1094 A, D.) and records that Sravaks Yaéovardhana, son of Vihila set

Railway, It is 
very much defaced and at the beginning records some minor granta by 
different persons, It records the grant of the village Bhintalavada to

VII. First: plate (Second missing) of the Chauvhina rpler of Nigol 
found at the place mentioned in No. VI above, 


It gives the following account of the Chauhins of Nadol, 


In'the family of Chauhina was born Lakshmapa who built a 
temple of Siva at Nadol, His son was Sobhita whose son was Baliraja, 
He (Baliraja) was followed by Vigrahapaila, whose Son was 
Mahendrapala. His son ‘was Apahilla, who was very brave 
and extended his kingdom tenfold. His son was Balaprasida, 
His ‘younger brother was Jendraraja, who fought at Shanderaka 
(Sanderii) on the side of Bhimadeva (the ruler of Gujarit). His 
(Jendraraja’s) son was Prithvipdla, who defeated his enemies in the 
battle of Rohadavapika, His younger brothers were Jojika and 
A*irija, Asiraja killed the Torushkas (Muhammadans) whan 
Prithvipala Was besieged by them. When his relatives captured ‘the 
fortress of Mandavya (Mandor), he (Asaraja) went there with his army, 
subdued his enemies and built there a tank. 


__ VILL. A copperplate grant (engraved on two plates) of Chaulukya 
Kumérapals of Gujarit, found in the village mentioned in 
No, VI above. it is dated Monday, the Sth day of the bright 
half of Stavana (Kartikadi) samvat 1219 (sth July 1166 A.D.) 
aud records the grant of one dramma per dey from the oustom

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house of Nadula (Nadol) to the temple of Lakhaneévara inside 
the temple of Tripurushadevs * built by Likhayadevt, daughter 
of Chauhiina Kuntapala, It gives the following genealogy of the 
Chaulukyas of Gujarat in order of succession -— 


(1) Paramabhsattiraka Muharajidhirija  Paramesvaré the 
illustrious MSlarijadeva, (2) P. M. P. Chamupdarijadeva, 
(3) P. M. P. Durlabharajadevs, (4) P. M. P. Bhimadeva, 
(5) P. M, P. Karpadeva alias Trailokyamalla, (6) P. M. P. 
Jayasimhadeva aliaa Avantinsths, Tribhuvansgand4, 
Rarbarakajichnu (i.e., conqueror of Barbaraka) and 
siddhachakravarti (Siddharaja), (7) P. M. P. Kumira- 
paladevea, conqueror of the lord of Sakambhari. The 
grant Was written by Mahakshapatalika, Thikura 
Mahideva, son of Thikura Lakshmags. The Ditaka of 
the gramt Was Mahasandhivigrahika Tha (Thakura) 
Delhana. 


TX. A copperplate grant engraved on two plates, which ts very 
much defaced andisof the time of Kumarapala of Gujarat and his 
aubordinate chief Alhays af Nadol. It was also found at the place 
mentioned in No. V1 above. It is dated Monday the 3rd day of the 
dark half of Pausha Samvat 1219 (26th November 1162 A. D.) and 
records that when Mahara jadhirajo Kumarapils, conqueror of the lord 
of gkambhari was ruling at Anahilapataka, his enbordinate chief Alhaya 
fsaned the grant. After eulogizing the reign of Kumirapile it gives 
the following account of the Chauhins of Nadel :— 


In the Chauhina family was born Lakshmana. His son Wis 
Sohi[ta]. His son was Baliraja, who was followed by Mahendra, 
Mahendra’s son Was Anahila, After him came (Jendrajraje whose son 
was Aaarija. Aéirija went to Dhara by the order of lord Jayasimha 
and forced King Naravarma to take refuge in the fortress. His son 
was Alhana, who protected the army of the lord of Gurjara after 
destroying the army of the lord of Dhara, Hie (Aésarija’s) maternal 
grand-father was King Dhida of the solar family. His son was 
Vishnudvara (1). His son was Haradatte whose son was Kumérapéla. 
His son Kirtipala lived at Devavardhanapura. His (Kirtipala’s) 
brother was Haripala, who defeated the armies of the Turushkas. The 
* Onginally the words ~ Asolesvarnjagatyim " were engraved, but all the 
letters have boon etruck off and on the right-hand margin Srl-Tripurusbadeve- 
jagatyAm is written in the same hand. 
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brother of Kumérapala was Rudrapfila. His daughter Delhayadev| 
was the mother of Alhana. Alhana’s son wns Kelhaga. Alhana 
-Testored the village of Nandana to the temple of Tripmrushadeva. 
Here ends the original prant which was written by Kheliditya, The 
blank portion written in bolder type says that Alhana gave Bhintala- 
Vataka to the temple of Chandalegvara and also four drammas per 
month to the temple of Gauri built by his wife Sankaradevi inside 
the temple of Chandalesvara, t further states that on Thursday, 
the llth day of the bright half of Ashadha, samvat (Kartikidi) 1220 
(2nd July 1164 A. D,), Mahirajidhiraja Alhapadeva franted some 
land in the village of Chinvodito the temple of Tripurnshadeva. 
This grant was written by Thakura Sridhara under the orders of his 
lord. 


— A. An inseription engraved on the back of a brass image of Chandra. 
prabhu in the temple of Mahavira in the village of Kalandri in the 
Sirohi State, It is dated the [3th day of the bright half of Fhalguna, 
Samvat 1228 (9th February 1172 A. D.) and records that Vimana, son 
of Si (Siha) Neté set up the inlage. 


XI. An inscription engraved on a Pillar in front of the temple of 
Madhustdana near Girwar in the Sirohi State. It is dated Wednesday, 
the Ist day of the bright half of Bhidrapada, Samvat 045 (24th 
August 1188 A. D.), and records that Minpdalika Dhirivarsha ordered 
as below :— 


“ Whoever Bhattiputras may be in the village Philini belonging 
to the hermitage of Vasishtkha should Flant every year in 
the garden at Philini Rayachampaka ({), Asoka (Jonocsia 
Asoka Roxb), Bakula (Mimusops Elengi), Na i (The 
orange tree), Satapatriki (The white Tose) and other 
trees. If they do not do 80, they (Bhattiputras) Will be 
punished like chindalas by the Ranakas. 


— XII. An inscription éhgraved on the pedestal of 4 marble effigy 
of a person standing in front ofa kite in the temple mentioned ip 
No. X above. It is dated Monday, the Sth day of the bright half 
of Philguna, samvat 1389 (22nd February 1333 A. D.), and records 
that the effigy of the kite, which fasted to death, was set up by 
Sreshthi Muhapa, his sons Joggu, Vij, Suhada, Siba, Ratane 
Gingana, Kadua, Bhima and others in the temple of Mahivira in the 


village of Kaladrahi (Kalindri),

An insoription engraved on the back of a brass image of 
Kuntuniths in the temple of Sumatinitha at Medi in the Siroht 
State. It is dated Sunday the 5th day of the dark half of Magha. 
samvat 1536 (2nd January 1480 A. D.) and records that 8a (Saha) 
Munja, his son Sa Salhi, his wife Virani, her son Natha and his 
family set up the image. The consecration ceremony was performed 
by Jinachandras‘ri of Kharataragachoha. 


_ XIV. An inscription engraved on the back of the brass image 
of Adinatha in the temple mentioned in No. XIII above, It is dated 
Monday the 6th day of the bright half of Vaisikha, samvat (Kartikadi) 
1552 (8th April 1496 A, D.), and records that Vyas (Vyavahirt) 
Bighi of the village Nandia, his wife Suhasini and her son Tilha 
set up the image of Adinatha for the spiritual welfare of his maternal 
grandmother. 


(Gv. An insoription engraved on sclab fixed into the wal of a 
Baoli (step well) called Chakravyaya at Todi Rayasimha in the 
Jaipur State. It is dated the 2nd day of the dark half of Magasara 
(Margadiraba), eamvat 164, Saka year 1469 (30th October 1547 A. D.) 
and records that the well was built by Purchit Chakrapani and his 
sons Kesidisa and Vishnudasa during the time of Rijaéri Ramachandra, 
aon of Rajaéri Prithvirija and grandson of Rajadhiraja Sri-Soryaéreni- 
Chakrapani is said to be the son of Purohita Narayapa and grandson of 
Purohita Nahada. It is also recorded that at that time Patisiha 
(emperor) Asal .masihi (Salim Shah), son of Sher Shah Sur was the 
King (of Delhi) and Ran& Udayseimhadeva, son of B: ngramadeva 
(Sanga) wae the ruler of Kumbhalagagdh. The name of the Mason Was

XVI. A copperplate grant from Dungarpur. It is dated the 15th 
day of the bright half of Aso (Aavina), samvat 1654 (26th September 
1577 A. D.), and records that Rayariyin Meharaula Asakeran of 
Giripura (Dungarpur) granted the village called Hansli to Dave 
Lakhmana, Dave Vanayanga ‘and Dave Ananta together with the 
tax called Varada, while staying at Vanesvara temple and performing 
Suvarna-bhumidéna at the time of solar eclipse, 


XVII, An inseription engraved on aslab fixed in the wall ofe 
Baoli at Tod& Rayasimha in the Jaipur State. Itis dated Sunday 
the 6th day of the bright half of Srayana samvat 1654 and Saka year 
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1519 (10th July 1597 A. D.) and records that Raji Jagannatha belong: 
ing to the Karma (Kachhvaha) family built the well. The consecration 
Seremony was performed by Krishnadaisa, son of Brahmadasa. The 
inscription was written by Paraminandadasa, son of Joshi Bhavinidisa, 
The masons were Bhagavina, Gopala and others. 


Raja Jagannatha of this inscription wag the second son of Raja 
Bhiramal and younger brother of Raji Bhagavanadisa, 


XVIII, An inscription engraved on aslab fixed in the wall of a 
Baoli called Sarda Baoli at Toda Rayasimha, It is dated Thursday, 
the 2nd day of the bright half of Vaisikba (Kartikadi) samvat 1661, 
Saka year 1526 (10th April 1605 A. D.), and records that, during the 
reign of Rajadri Jagannathadeva, Saha Sri Khetsl commenced the con. 
struction of the well but on account of his death Akhai, his nephew 
Netsi and others completed the work of construction, 


At the beginning, in the defaced portion it seems to have been 
recorded that Sadhada Prithviraja lived at Chitor and held some high 
Post under the lord of Mewir. He belonged to the Vaitya family and 
had three sons namely Khetai, Gadidhara and Akha. 


XIX. An inscription engraved on a marble slab fixed in the wall of 
a Baoli in the village of Sindratha in the Sirohi State. It is of the time 
of Mahariya Vairisala and is dated Monday the 13th day of the bright 
half of Magha (Ashidhadi) samvat 1736, Saka year 1601 (2nd February 
1680 A.D). It records that the well was built by Sadikumri, the wife 
of Maharaya Akherija (of Sirohi), The chief mason was Duda, eon 
of Sivadisa, 


The inscription also supplies the following information about the 
rulers of Sirohi :-— 

There was the lord of Arbuda (Abu), the Mahdrajadhiraja 
Maharaya Surtinji belonging to the Devdi branch of the 
Chauhina family, Hix wife was Sukhabai of the Sisodia 
family. Their son was Maharfiya Rayasimhaji, His wife 
was Rambhavati of the Virapura family. Their son was 

; Mahariya Akherijaji. His wife was Sadikumri belonging 
to the Rathor family of Muditana, Their son was Mahiriya 
Udaysbhanji. His wife was Ratanakumri of the Sisodia 
family, Their son was Mahiriya Vairisg Lji.

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Annual Report on the working of the Rajputana Museum 
Ajmer, for the year ending 3lst March, 1939 








1. Management.—During the year, Mr. Hallowes, Commissioner, Ajmer 
Merwara, held the Office of President of the Museum Working Committee. 
Mr. U. C. Bhattacharya succeeded R. B. Mahamahopadhyaya Gauri Shankar 
H. Ojha as Curator. A meeting of the Committee was held on the 30th 
ae 1038, to transact yearly routine work. In addition the President 
circulated the various resolutions passed by the Museum Conference of 
1937 amongst members of the Working Committee and invited suggestions for 
the improvement of the Museum. Thereafter he personally visited t e Museum 
and discussed measures to be taken to create more public interest in the 
institution and to increase its instructional value. 


2. Re-arrangement of the Musewm.—The first duty which devolved upon 


the new curator was to arrange 4 more attractive display of the exhibits in 
the Museum. The object of the re-arrangement was to meet the needs of dif- 
ferent classes of visitors and to avoid over-crowding in the galleries, To provide 
room for a suitable display of typical specimens of diiferent classes of anti- 
quities of interest to the general public, the duplicate images and other less 
important exhibits were removed to separate rooms to form a“ Reserve Collec- 
tion ", which was likely to be of interest to bonafide archaeologists and students 
only. The space thus made available was utilised to exhibit the followin 
groups of interesting objects: —(a) pre- -historie antiquities, (6) portraits o at 
eminent persons of Rajputana, (c) photographs of important historical build- 
sand antiquities, (d) ancientarmsand armourand (e)afew Muhammadan 
ies and pictures. 


3, Visitors.—A visitors’ Register was started this year to ascertain the 
total number of visitors each month. From the month of August 1938, to 
March, 1939, the visitors totalled 6,421, which gives a monthly average of 802 
igen It is gratifying to note that the Rajputana Museum is becoming 

y popular among students ; during the year under review, it attrac- 
ted a large | number of achool and college parties In company with their teachers. 


Among notable visitors of the year, special mention should be made of the 
Hon'ble the Resident for Rajputana and Chief Commissioner of Ajmer- 
Merwara, the Director-General of Archaeology in India, Madame Jean -Locquin 
—a famous French archaeologist, and a party of British Public School boys.

_ (A) Antigquities—G4 stone images and various architectural carvings 
(Museum Register Nos. 557-620) were collected from the ancient sites of Raj- 
putana ; 20 Plaster of Paria casts of pre-historic seals and sealings pertaining to 


the Indus civilization, and 2] photographs including views of ancient build- 
ings, temples ete., were acquired from various sources. The Alwar Durbar 
and the Archaeological Department of India have kindly promised to present 
a set of antiquities from Alwar and Mohenjodaro respectively. 


A complete list of the new collection under this section is included In 
Appendix A. About a dozen objects of outstanding interest, however, are 
discussed in detail in this section :— 


(i) A sculpture consisting of a finely carved “ mother and child * (No. 
695; 19" in height). The mother (" Gane4a-janani’) sits at ease on a lion, 
holding her male child by the left hand. Of her various ornaments a plain 
necklace with a round locket, and a girdle secured by means of rosettes de- 
serve special notice, This piece of sculpture may be attributed to the Ith 
century A. D. It was obtained from Baghera in Ajmer. 


(ii) An excellently executed stone image of an attendant (No. 604 ; Ht. 
22°) holding a fly-whisk (chamara) in the left hand. It is assignable to the 
Sth century A. D. and was found at Baghera, Ajmer. 


(iii) Miniature female figure (No. 607). This broken sculpture is 6” 
in height. The figure wears a round ear-ornament and a plain necklace, It 
was discovered at Bagherai, Ajmor. 


(iv) Miniature stone figurine (No. 605; height 33°) assignable to the 
mediaeval period. A covered casket is held by this figurine in two hands. 
Tt was found at Bigheri, Ajmer. 


| (e) Door-jamb of stone belonging to the mediaeval period (No. 613; 

Regne ck), AS the Kewell xegisice ® Sending feae of ems, "holdie 
| Khatvanga in the right hand, is carved in bold relief. Obtained from Nil- 
kantha temple, Alwar State. 


(vi) A bell-shaped capital (No. 585; height 114"). This and numerous 
other Hindu architectural pieces of about 12th century A.D. come from 
Adhaidin-ka-Jhopri—a famous mosque (Plate I, c) at Ajmer. 

(vii) Varaha-Vishou (No. 619 ; height 32”), assignable to the 10th century 
A. D. This boar incarnation of Vishnu was acquired from the Chaubhuji 
temple at Kekri. Here Vishnu has the face of a boar in association with his 
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normal body. This form he assumed to raisé the Earth from the Waters at 
the commencement of a cycle of creation. He is in the alidha pose, or that 
of an athlete, with his left foot resting on a Naga. Of the attributes held in 
four hands, only the mace and discus survive. 


(viii) Lower fragment of an image of Mahish4isura-mardini (No. 599; 
size 13° 114"). The goddess is depicted in an alidha pose with her right leg 
on a buffalo. The enemy of the gods (Asura) who assumed the form of a 
buffalo is seized by a lion, the vehicle of the Devi. The neck of the buffalo 
is depicted as severed from the body and the fighting demon is shown as Just 
emerging. This sculpture may be assigned to about the 10th century A.D. 
It was obtained from Baghera, Ajmer. 


(iz) Part of an image of Ananta-édyi-Nirfiyana (No. 598 ; size 9" x 8}") 
assignable to about 10th century A.D, Vishnu is shown reposing on the coils 
of Ananta or Sesha niga. The right leg of the godisin I mi'’s hand. 
On the upper portion of the slab three demons in the attitude of fighting are 
depicted. It was obtained from Bigherd, Ajmer. 


(x) Vishnu (No. 596 ; height 38"). This standing stone figure is a well- 
executed piece of sculpture assignable to about the Ith century A. D. The 
igure is well-draped and fully ornamented and wears a bejewelled kirita. 

‘here is a lotus halo behind its head. On the left and right upper corners 
of the slab are miniature figures of Siva and Brahm&. Of the attributes held 
in the hands of the figure only the mace survives. Obtained from Bighera, 
Ajmer. 






—(xi) Seated Pirévandtha in white stone (No. 620) assignable to the later 
part of the 12th century A, D, The upper portion of this image ia broken. 
Obtained from Baghera, Ajmer. 


(rit) An excellently carved pillar (No. 589 ; height 32}") with a row of 
Kirtimukhas among various other decorations. Found at Adhai-din-ka- 
jhopri, Ajmer. 

_ (xiii) Cast of a pre-historic seal with a very finely represented Brahmani 
bull above which there is a line of pictographic writing (Mchenjodaro No. 
B588). A garland of some kind adorns the neck of the bull. From Mohen- 
jodaro, Sind. 


(xiv) Cast of a steatite seal (Mohenjodaro No. DK5175 ; size 1-4" 1-39") 
depicting a figure seated on astoolinatypically yogic attitude and surrounded 
by such animals as a tiger, elephant, rhinoceros and buffalo. Some scholars 
see in it the god Siva in his aspect of Paswpati (Lord of Beasts), and date the 
beginning of the worship of Siva from the pre-historic period, According to 
them, the Siva cult is the oldest living cult in the world. From Moheniodics: 
Sind. (Plate I, a). 


_ (ze) Cast of pre-historic seal, 1-6"%1-55 " in size (Mohenjodaro No. 
DK6s47). A female worshipper is shown kneeling before a tree-goddess 
standing inside a pipal. In front of them stands a goat-like animal. A row 
of seven females occupies the lower register of this seal. From Mohenjodaro, 
Sind. (Plate I, b). 


The photographs of ancient temples, images and other antiquities obtained 
from ditront sources during the year under report have been displayed in a 
multileaf stand specially designed for their proper exhibition.

(B) Inseriplions copied.—aA list of insoriptions, copied during the year 
er report, is given at Appendix B. Mention may be made of the following:— 


(i) An inscription written in the Brihmi characters assignable to the be- 
ginning of the first century B.C. It is engraved on a massive slab originally 
affixed in a well at_Ghosund! in Udaipur State. The stone is now deposited 
in the Victoria Hall Museum at Udaipur, It speaks of the erection of a 
se uote! pate " (enclosure for worship). As this is one of the earliest 
epigraphs of Rajputana, its estampage has been exhibited in the Inscription 

allery along with the Barli Inscription of the Sth century B. C. 


(#7) An extremely defaced inscription (cirea 10th century A. D.) engraved 
on a pillar lying in a lake at Pisingan, a This begins with homage to 
Aditya (Sun-God) and there is mention of Vijapeya and A4vamedha sacrifices. 
A name Vishpuvarman (?) also oceurs in this epigraph. 


(iii) A second inseription engraved on a stone pillar standing in a street 
of Pisingan. This epigraph which is dated Samvat 1063 (=1006 A. D.) 
opens with obeisance to Siva and mentions one Dimodara, son of Vishnu. 
Attempts are being made to acquire these two stone pillars for the Rajputana 
Musenm, and also to make arrangements to protect the previously discovered 
Pisingan inscription near the HidelA Tank (of the time of the Paramira 


—— (iv) An Inscription from Baigheré, Ajmer, engraved on the pedestal of a 
fragmentary image of Pirévanitha. Itis dated Saturday, the 13th day of the 
bright half of Chaitra, Samvat 1231 (=1174 A. D.) and records the adora- 
tion of Payévanitha by one Dutaka, This image has now been acquired for 
the Rajputana Museum, | 





_ . During the curator’s visit to Bigherai, he also came across many other 
inscriptions (assignable mostly to the 11-19th centuries A. D.) engraved on 
peaestals or on the back of Jaina figures. Unfortunately these images are 
housed in a Jaina temple and the temple owners object to any impressions being 
taken of the inscriptions: 


_{v) A pillar inscription in three lines at Adhai-din-ki-jhopra, Ajmer. 
Tt is dated the Sth day of the dark half of Jyeshtha, Samvat 1462 (—1405 
A. D.) and records the name of one Dharmi—a resident of Bundi. This 


epigraph _— noticed in Cunningham's Archaeological Survey Report, 
OL li, py 269. 


— (vt) An inscription engrayed on the pedestal of an image of Sambhava- 
nitha—the third tirthankara, It is dated Friday, the 11th day of the dark 
half of Jyeshtha, Samvat 1510 (=1453 A. D.) and records the installation of 
an image of Sambhavandtha which was consecrated by Jinasigarasuri, a dis- 
ciple of Jinachandrasuri belonging to the Kharataragachchha. This image is 
at present in the caré of the Chief Minister of Alwar and no information is 
available as to the circumstances of its discovery. 


(vil) An inseription engraved on a stone (size 14" $4") built into a wall of 
the upper storey of the Mahant'’s house at ‘ Eklingji’in Udaipur State. 
Tt is dated the 8th day of the bright half of Migha, Samvat 1592 (—1536 
A. D.). - The corresponding Saka vear 1457 is also engraved. It is recorded 
that the temple was extended by one Narahari of the Pasupata sect. 


" 
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(vitt) A Persian sg engraved on a stone slab which is fixed above 
a door of the southern cell of the Badshahi mahal at Pushkar. It is dated 
A. H. 1024 (1615 A. D.) and records the completion of a building by Nuruddin 
Jahangir, son of Akbar the Great. It is also stated that he conquered the Rind 
in the 10th year of his accession to the throne.* A copy of this inscription 
has been exhibited in the Museum. 


(iz) A copper-plate (size 8-8" 3-6") grant from Bhinai, Ajmer, dated 
Samvat 1331 (1274 A. D.). It is recorded that by the orders of Maharaja 
Bhagatsimha a grant of five halas of land was made on the occasion of a solar 
eclipse. 


(x) A second copper-plate (size 5-3" 3-5") dated the 15th day of the dark 
half of Pansha, Samyat 1712 (1655 A. D.) from Bhinai, Aimer. It records the 
grant of 31 Jighas of land to a Brahman by the orders of Mahirija Udaybhan. 


(C) Coins —The Museum's collection was enriched by the acquisition 
of 2 gold, 22 silver and 11 copper coins during the year under review, The 
details of these 35 new pieces are given in the list at Appendix C. Only one 
round copper coin from Niigri near Chittorgarh, assignable to ciren 2nd century 
B..C., deserves special notice here. This interesting coin—‘issued by the Sibi- 
janapada of the Madhyamika country "—is the first of ita kind acquired for the 
Rajputana Museum. In this much worn specimen, only a cross-like 
symbol on the obverse surrounded by a few Brahmi characters can be de- 


_ eiphered ; while on the reverse there is a representation of a pyramid-shaped 


mountain with a wavy river below it. It is known, however, from better 
preserved and clearer specimens that besides these and other symbols on the 
obverse and reverse, the inscription in the Brahmi characters may be read as 
“‘Majhamikaya Sibi-janapadasa ” iv., (coin) of the Sibi janapada in the 
Madhyamikaé country. 


(AD) Litrary.—The number of new books, including periodicals, added to 
the Museum Library was 87 of which as many as 38 were received as presenta 
(vide Appendix D). During his annual tour the curator was given some yalu- 
able books by various Rajputana States. These include a complete set of 
“Vira Vinod " presented by the Mewar Durbar and “ Ulwar and its art 
treasures " presented by the Alwar Durbar. In view of the museum's very 
limited funds, the acquisition of these costly works by purchase would have 


The increasing use of the Museum Library by the public has necessitated 
the classification of books on the card index system. Of late there has been a 
demand for library books. A proposal has, therefore, been put before the 
Working Committee to allow the loan of one book at a time to any bonafide 
scholar residing in Ajmer itself. 





6, Finance—An account of i’ and expenditure for the year under 
report is given in the Appendix E. In addition to the Government grant of 
Rs. 3,847-0-0, contributions amounting to Rs. 618-5-4 were received from the 
three Municipalities of Ajmer, Beawar and Kekri ; Re.

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ANNUAL REPORT ON THE WORKING OF THE RASPOUTAN 
MUSEUM, AJMER, FOR THE YEAR ENDING $lst MARCH, 1940. 


1. Masacement.—During the year under report B. J. K. Hallowes, 
Esquire, C.I.E., 1.C.8., Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara, held the Office of the 
President of the Working Committee of the Rajputana Museum, Ajmer. 
A meeting of the Committee was held on the 19th September, 1939, for the 
transaction of yearly routine work. 

_The Museum was inspected by J. H. 8. Waddington, Esquire, Officer 
for Rajputana and Central India Circle of the Archwological Survey of India. 
He laid particular stress upon correct labelling and proper registration of 
antiquities without which an exhibit loses much of its importance. 

2. Museum activities.—In all the varied activities of the Museum the 
year 1939-40 has been one of steady progress. Attempts were made further 
to develop its different sections by the weeding-out of redundant specimens 
and better placing of interesting exhibits. In the western facade of the central 
building were exhibited a few architectural pieces consisting of old pillars, 
finely sculptured door-jamb (Plate T11), toranas, imalakas and various other 
ornamental carvings, As there were very few Buddhist antiquities in the 
Rajputana Museum, two interesting stone images of Gautama Buddha were 
acquired from Sarnath, District Benares, and displayed in the north-east 
- corner room of the main building. A few bronze images lying very badly 
corroded were chemically treated and made suitable for exhibition. One_of 
them (assignable toabout 12th century A.D.) represents a standing image of 
Buddha (Plate V) with the right hand raised in the attitude of offering pro- 
tection (abhaya). In the coin section the punch-marked coins, representing 
the earliest known coinage of India, were chemically treated (Plate TV) and 
re-arranged. _'The lead coins in the Museum showed. signs of gradual decay. 
Therefore, as advised by the Archeological Chemist in India, they were re- 
moved from their wooden cabinet to prevent any further deterioration and. 
after necessary treatment were put into a metallic cabmet in which lead 
generally remains unaffected and better preserved. | 


With the permission of the President of the Working Committee a note 
on the Rajputana Museum was published in some newspapers with a view to 
stimulate more public interest in this institution. To encourage the students 
to make better use of the Museum for educational purposes as desired by the 
Government, notices regarding it were circulated to the important schools 
and colleges in Ajmer-Merwara. | 

3. Visrrors.—During the year under report His Excellency the Marquess 
of Linlithgow, the Viceroy and Governor-General ‘of India, was graciously 
nleased to pay a visit to the Museum and the main gate of the Mughal Fort 
(Plate I). The Curator acted as guide telling His Excelleney the story of 
Sir Thomas Roe'’s visit to Emperor Jahangir, and also took him round the 
most important sections of Aig © pena which he saw with interest. 


The number. of visitors to the Museum showed an increase this year 
probably due to the setting apart of every Tuesday specially for students. 
There were 12,014 visitors giving a monthly average of 1,001 against 802 last 
year. Among notable visitors mention may he made of Dr. Kramrisch of 
tho University of Calcutta, Lientenant-Colonel Sheppard, Major F. J. Edimann, 
and Mr. M. A, Shakur of the Peshawar Museum. 
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4. Tour.—During the year 1939-40, the Curator remained 42 days on 
tour and travelled 1,020 miles.by rail and 265 miles by road. The following 
places were visited by him :— - 

in Kaman, Bharatpur State—Temples of Kimeévara and Kotiivara 
and several old sites close by, Babaji’s Kuya& to which are fixed 
numerous old carved stones, Gokul where there is a collection of 
inscriptions and mediaeval sculptures, and the famous Chausat 
Khimbéi—an interesting old structure consisting of a cloistered 
BQUATe surrounding a spacious courtyard ; 
-—In Bayona, Bharatpur State—Niroli, Ukhi mandir, Ukha masjid, a 
Jain temple containing stone sculptures discovered at Naroli, and 
Jhalar baori ; 
in Ajmer-Merwara.—Bonaibéi biori near Ajmer; Dujudé tank, Nad 
and Hadela tank near Pisangan; Dharmad&é Kuyaé and village 
pavers in Beawar; and Piplaéj Mata to the south-east of Tod- 
garh. 

Under Government orders (vide No. 1054/303-A-37, dated the 29th June, 
130, from the Secretary to the Hon'ble the Chief Commissioner of Ajmer- 
Morwara) the Curator was deputed to the Central Asian Antiquities Museum, 
New Delhi, for a course of practical training in the proper preservation of the 
museum exhibits. He worked there in the Chemical Laboratory for a period 
of about one month.

(A) Antiquities.— cour list of the collection under this section is 
included in Appendix A. About a dozen objects of outstanding interest, 
however, are discussed in detail here -— 


(i) Stone image of Buddha (height 2’ 2° including tenon) of which 
the head is broken off. He is seated cross-legged on a thick 
cushion placed over a seat with moulded legs. His hands are 
held near his chest in the posture of expounding the Law. This

(11) Sandstone image of Buddha (height 11") seated oross-legged on 
& full-blown lotus in the attitude of preaching the First Sermon 
(Plate If, a). Eehind the figure is represented the back of a 
throne * supported on rampant leogryphs. On base, there are 
traces of the Wheel symbolising the Buddhist Law (‘* Dharma- 
chakra *’ which Gautama set going in the Deer Park) and the 
five monks (Pafichabhadravargiya) who deserted Buddha at 
Gayé but afterwards at Sarnath became the first recipients of 
his doctrine. Six lines of inscription in the characters of the 
10th century A.D. oceur at the back side of this image.

Gisigame eelete fing the throne is, according to some echolara, derived from the 





4 (11) Couple under o tree on which is sculptured a figure in meditation 
seated cross-legged on a full-blown lotus. Both the male and 
female figures are sitting in sukhisana and the female holds a 
child by her left hand. There are other children represented 
near the couple. This fine stone-sculpture (Plate II, b) which 
is 8" in height has been acquired from Bayana in the 
Bharatpur State. 

(iv) An old shield (Dhal) of hide, 1‘ 114° in diameter (Museum No. AL 
644). It has four metal bosses on black ground for providing 
necessary arrangement on its concave side for the purpose of 
holding it. 

(v) A peculiar kind of sword, 1’ 9* in length (Museum No. AL 650), 
It has on its blade five inset circles probably meant for adminis- 
tering some sort of poison to the wounds caused by it. 

(vi) A long gun measuring 7’ §" in length (Museum No. AL 652) 
assignable to about 18th century A.D. It was probably used 
in firing at enemies through a peep-hole from behind a fort-wall 
without being seen from sata e. 

(vii) Portrait of Humayiin (Museum No. AL 658) carrying a white 
hawk on his left hand. The Emperor wears a red over-coat 
finely embroidered with gold flowers and leaves. On the ground - 
where he stands flowers are delicately painted. This portrait 
is attributed to an artist of Alwar named Bali Ram and may 
be assigned to early 19th century A.D. 


(viii) Mughal painting representing Akbar the Great (1556—1605 A.D.) 
seated on a golden “'Takht"’ with infant Salim (Museum 
No. AL 659). A lady stands at the back side of the seated 
Emperor. This painting is assignable to about the 17th cen- 
tury A.D. 


(tz) Portrait of Salim (afterwards Jahingir) attributed to a famows 
artist of Alwar named Chhota Lal. In this fine painting (Museum 
No. AL 660) the youthful and handsome appearance of Prince 
Salim has been most skilfully delineated. , 


(x) Cast ofa bearded statuette wearing ornamented robe on which 
are carved in relief the sacred “ tripatra marks. According 
to some scholars this figure represents an ascetic with attention 
towards the tip of his own nose (ndedgrabaddha drishti). The 
original steatite statuette of the pre-historic age from which 
this cast has been prepared was recovered from excavations at 
Mohenjodaro in Sind. 
(zt) Terracotta figurine of Mother-Goddess (Mohenjodaro No. C 2668) 
wearing a peculiar kind of fan-shaped head-dress. It ig assign- 
able to about the 3rd millennium B.C. 
(xii) Pottery vase (height 6") with almost pointed base. Its belly is =} 
deeply scored with line (Mohenjodaro No. L841). This peculiar | 
ge cf “scored pottery "is very frequently met with at Mohen- __ - 
jodaro and other pre-historic sites of India. 
(xiit) Chert flake (3° long) of peculiar shape which was probably used 
az a knife in the pre-historic age (Mohenjodaro No. Hr 3995). 
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(giv) Arrow-head of copper (Mohenjodaro No. 4968) discovered from 

/ the excavation of the pre-historic site at Mohenjodaro. It had 
pointed wing-like barbs which are now broken. 

_(B) Inacriptions copied. —A list of 14 inscriptions copied during the year 


under report is given at Appendix B. Here mention may be made of the 
following :— 

(i) Yapa pillar inseription from Barndla in the Jaipur State, at presen® 
housed in the Archmological Office, Jaipur. This epigraph 
one line is engraved on an octagonal sacrificial pillar which is 
91’ 3” in height. It records the setting up of a Yiipa (sacri- 
ficial pillar) on the 15th day of the bright hal ‘of Chaitra, Samvat 
284 (227 A.D.). 

(ii) Buddha image inscription from Sarnath. In this epigraph which 
is assignable to about the 10th century A.D. on the palaco- 

graphic ground, the following Buddhist creed formule is ins- 
eribed in six lines -— 

“Ye dharmma hetuprabhavé hetum teshim tathagato 
hyavadatteshaficha yo nirodha evambidi mahis- 
ramanpa." 

* Of all dispositions proceeding from a cause, the Tathigata 
(i.c., Buddha) has explained the cause, and has explained 
their cessation also. This is the doctrine of the Great 
Sramana, i., the Buddha.” 

The image (Plate IT, a) on the back side of which this inscription 
occurs has been acquired for the Rajputana Museum.

(iv) A copper piite (12}"= 9") fram a temple at Delwara, a village 


near Beawar in Ajmer-Merwara. This land grant is dated 
Thursday, the 15th day of the bright half of Kartika, Samvat 
1726. It is stated that on the occasion of a solar eclipse, 
Maharaja Jaswantsimhaji Rathor of Marwar granted 2,000 
bighds of land for the upkeep of a temple in the village of 
Delwara. Maharaji Jaswantsimhaji of this inscription is no 
other than the famous Maharija Jaswantsimha of Marwar 
reigning from 1638-78 A.D., when the Mughal Emperor Aurang- 
geb was on the Imperial throne of Delhi. 

(v) Inseription in six lines engraved on a stone in the western side 
of the Dujuda tank at Nad near Pisangan, Ajmer-Merwara. 
This inseription is dated the 15th day of the bright half of 
Vaisikha, Samvat 1690. In the third line the name of one 
Sujansimha can be read. Probably he is Rathor Sujansimha, 
“ian i Kesrisimha, the founder of the present Pizangan Rathor 
‘minily. 
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(C) Coins.—The Museum's collection of coins was enriched by the addi- 
tion of 7 gold, 34 silver, 53 copper and 7 billon coins during the year under 
review. The details of these 101 new pieces are given in the list at Appendix 
C. Only a set of 17 copper coins of the Kushan kings Kadphises IT, Kanishka 
and Huvishka deserves special notice here. These coins were found in @ 
village called Arwi, District Bara Banki and the Government of the United 
Provineés, being specially requested on behalf of the Rajputana Museum, 
presented them. As this Museum had a very poor collection of the Kushan 
coins, the acquisition of these 17 important types will be of interest to visitors. 
The reverse side of many of-these issues shows an effigy of a deity such as 
Siva, wind-god, sun-god, moon-god, ete., with Indian, Iranian and Greek 
names. It really bears witness to the fact that even inspite of their active 
patronage of Buddhism, both Kanishka and Huvishka had eat for Various 
deities of other pantheons which occur on the reverse side of their coins, 

Another interesting copper coin of Huvishka was acquired from a place 
called Pisangan which is about 20 miles to the west of Ajmer city. In this 
coin the Kushan monarch is represented as riding on an elephant to right. 
While on its reverse occurs an effigy of two-armed Siva standing to left with 
a long trident in his right hand and gourd in the left. As Huvishka's reign 
terminated about 138 A.D., the issue of thisjcoin, discovered at Pisangan, can 
be safely assigned to the first half of the 2nd century A_D. 

(D) Library—The number of new books, including periodicals added to 
the Museum Library was 66 of which as many as 43 were received as presenta 
(vide Appendix D). In view of the Museum's very limited funds, some authors 
were approached to make free presentation of their publications or to sell 
them at a concessional rate. As there was a good response, a portion of the 
annual allotment for the purchase of books could be saved. 

6. Frvance.—An account of receipts and expenditure for the year under 
report is given in Appendix E. In addition to the Government grant of 
Rs, 3,438-4-9 pies, contributions amounting to Rs. 585 were received from the 
three Municipalities of Ajmer, Beawar, and Kekri: and Rs. 240 from the 
District Board of Ajmer-Merwara. 

7. A thankful acknowledgment of the gift of a number of very interest- 
ing exhibits to the Rajputana Museum by His Highness the Maharaja of 
Alwar and the Director-General of Archwology in India has to be recorded 
here before concluding this Report.
